SKIPPER TRIED 
FOR SEA DEATH 


New York, June 3.—Seafaring of the 
sort that flourished in the early eight- 
eenth century when a foremast hand 
was virtually a slave and his brawny 
skipper, armed with a belaying pin, his 
undisputed master, was described in 
federal court here today by John W. 
Campbell, 22 years old, of Maquoketa, 
Ia., who answered the call of the 
sea and ran away ftom home to ship 
with Skipper Adolph C. Pedersen as 
cabin boy on the antiquated barkentine 

Campbell was the first witness for 
the government which has charged 
Pedersen and his son, Adolph, mate 
of the Puako, in an 014 fashioned in- 
dictment, with the murder on the high 
seas of Axel Hansen, a seaman. They 
are alleged to have driven Hansen 
overboard by cruelty and to have left 
him to perish in the sea. 

Prisoner in Dock. 

An old English style prisoner's dock 
had been constructed in the courtroom 
to match the antiquated form of the 
indictment which used to carry the 
penalty, upon conviction, of hanging 
on a public gallows. Skipper and son 
were’ permitted to leave the dock, how- 
ever,and take seats beside their counsel 
when Campbell began his testimony. 

After reciting how the lure of the 
sea had drawn him from his high 
school studies and led him to embark 
with Skipper Pedersen at Victoria, 


C., as cabin boy, Cam was asked 


to recite what happened 6m board the 
bark Puako on the morning of Aug 6, 
1918, as the little vessel clipped through 
the waves with all sails set for Cape- 
town, South Africa. 

Ready to Stand Watch. 

“TI came on deck at 4 a. m. to stand 
watch,” Campbell began. “Jack Joe, 
Henry Riley; and Axel Hansen were in 
the same watch and were already on 
deck, 

“The captain's sor, who was in 
charge, told Hansen to ge aioft and 
loose the royal’sl. Hansen went aloft 
and loosened the sail. He then came 
down and |] saw him talking to the 
mate. : 

*“ Suddenly I heard a sharp sound as 
of one man slapping another's face. 
Then I ry the mate strike and kick 
Hansen and Hansen came racing down 
the deck with the mate close behind 
him. When he got to the starboard 
side, near the stern, he slipped under 
the rail and went overboard.” 

Clinging to Log Linc. 

The mate, Campbell continued, ran 
to the wheel and ordered Jack Joe to 
later Skipper Pedersen appeared, 
where Hansen was clinging to a log 
line and then turned to the helmsman, 
demanding to know who ordered him 
to swing the ship around. 

.“ There is @ man overboard and the 
second mate told me to swing the wheel 
about,” Campbell said Jack Joe an- 
swered. 

“To hell with the man overboard,” 
Campbell declared the skipper yelled. 

‘urns Back Into Course. 

“Then,” the witness continued, “he 
ordered Jack Joe to turn the boat back 
into its course and picking up a tiller 
pin, ordered both Riley and myself to 
go below. As I started forward I looked 
back in the sea and saw Hansen strug- 
gling at the end of the log line and 
I heard him shriek for help three 
times. The vessel continued on its 
éourse and Hansen was left to perish 
in the sea.” 

The Puako left Campbell at Cape- 
town while he was ill in a hospital, he

British Feud Over 
Conduct of War 
Grows Bitter.

LONDON, June 3.—Surrounded by 
members of his former cabinet and in 
the presence of 200 cheering support- 
ers, former Premier Herbert Henry 
Asquith today gave what, in our rough 
American way, we should describe as 
the lie direct. to Field Marshal Lo 
French. | 

Declaring that Lord French had used 
private and confidential documents in 
his newspaper serial attacking As- 
quith’s conduct of the war, the former 
premier himself read private and per- 
sonal letters from both .Lord Kitch- 
ener and Lord French which contra- 
dicted some of the field marshal’s 
charges and roused the assembled Lib- 
erals to bursts of laughter and cheers, 

Speaks at Luncheon. 

Despite his more than 70 years the 
great Libera! leader is’ still a most im- 
pressive and commanding figure. Ata 
luncheon given for him today—a sort 
of informal and unofficial meeting of 
parliament—he used all the resources 
of his polished oratory. He ridiculed 
Lord French’s claim that he had any- 
thing to do with the fall of the Liberal 
government; declared that Lord French 
himself was largely responsible for the 


early months of the war. 

» He brought his audience cheering to 
its feet when he read a letter from 
Lord French, written after the coali- 
tion government had succeeded the Lib- 
eral government—which Lord French 
claims to have destroyed—in which the 
field marshal, writing from British 
headquarters in France, expressed his 
conviction that in all the history of 
warfare no commander in the field had 
been so ably supported and aided by 
the head of a government as he had 
been by Mr. Asquith. 


‘Holds Important Post. 

Mr. Asquith said Lord French was 
not only a field marshal on the active 
list, but occupied one of the most im- 
portant positions in the civil service 
of the empire. In the time of Queen 
Ann it was said that the trouble with 
the position of lord Meutenant of Ire- 
land was that the business was not 
sufficient to keep the occupant awake, 
but too much to allow him to sleep in 
peace. Today that could not be said. 
Today, he said, Ireland was the black- 
est spot not only in the British em- 
pire but in the whole black worid. 
Yet Lord French found time to write 
a pictorial and romantic travesty of 
history which is now appearing in the 
newspapers. 

Mr. Asquith went on to say that the 
British expeditionary force which 
went to France in the late summer 
of 1914 was splendidly equipped. It 
took with it ammunition for its field 
guns much ampler than the highest 
estimates of British experts. 

Followed Experts’ Advice. 

It took shrapnel and not high explo- 
sive shell because that was the deci- 
sion of experts of the war office, of 
which Sir John French—as chief of 
staff—had been for years the 
chief director. 

Within two or three months after 
the outbreak of the war high explosive 
shells were manufactured and sent 
to France for test and report. The 
report was that future manufacture 
should be half shrapnel and half high 
explosive. But within a week a tele- 
gram came from British headquarters 
in Franee—where Sir John French pre- 
sided—asking that the proportion of 
high explosive shells be cut down to 
25 per cent of the total. dele 


With his big, smooth-shaven face 


framed in long white hair, Mr. As- 
quith's appearance is almost leonine. 


| As he approached each of his decisive 


points he shrugged his shoulders high 
on either side and stooped ferward, as 
if about to spring. 

Lord French, Mr. Asquith said, de- 
clares his growing alarm at the inac-. 
tion of his apathetic and supine govern- 
ment. The premier himself [Asquith 
was premier at the time] is pictured 
as lolling in an arm chaif. Yet within

Storm Street Cars. 

Violence started early in the day 
when a crowd of idle workers stormed 
ears carrying employés to the plant, 
smashed the car windows with stones 
and bricks, and pulled workers into 
the streets, where they were beaten. 

The situation flamed into a pitched 
battle early in the evening, when idle 
workers numbering 6,000, including 
many women, stormed the entrances 
of the plant as the employés were 
leaving, beat them with clubs, and 
felled them with a shower of stones 
and bricks. Streets in front of the 
plant were littered with missiles and 
broken glass. 

The guards fired more than 100 shots 
over the heads of the crowd, dispefs- 
ing them for the moment. 

There were hundreds of women work- 
ers, including wives of the idle ma- 
chinists, involved in the rioting at the 
plant. They aided men in throwing 
bricks and missiles and attacked the 
workers with their fists. : : 

Mayor Issues Warning. 

Mayor Cornell Schreiber, under 
whose direction the former soldiers, 
still wearing their military uniforms, 
are guarding the plant, issued a state- 
ment in which he declared that no 
more violence would be tolerated and 
that “ every one who starts trouble will 
be dealt with forcibly and in the man- 
ner which the occasion demands," 

The former soldiers were with. 
rifles supplied at the direction of the 
mayor. There are 500 of them acting 
as emergency police. | 

The mayor's statement warned those 
who have nv business at the plant to 
remain away and instructions were is- 
sued not to permit crowds to congre- 
gate. 

Mayor Schreiber, after receiving 
many threats, left his residence and 
spent the night at a hotel. 

Cc. A. Earle, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Willys-Overland 
company, announced that no aitempt 
would be made to operate the plant 
for several days.

One raid yesterday resulted in the 
seizure of bomb ingredients and bomb 
testing. instruments.

Colzin’s partial confession contains 
more in the way of general than par- 
ticular facts concerning his organiza- 
tion. Colzin’s case is typical of that 
of the foreign radical. Leaving Italy 
to better his condition in America 
about five years ago, he spent a few 
months in New York. Then he went 
to Detroit, and from there came to Chi- 
cago. He speaks seven languages. His 
daylight occupation is that of book- 
keeper for a firm located in the vicinity 


of Taylor and Halsted streets. He is 


a small man and of insignificant per- 
sonality. 

Colzin was first asked who was re- 
sponsible for certain literature found 
in his effects containing the phrases, 


“You for dynamite.” He was evasive.

RHINE STATE 


Note to Foch Calls Col- 
onel’s Action High 
Treason to Empire. 


BERLIN, June 3.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The German armistice 


commission has handed Marshal Foch 
a note for the allied powers protesting 
against French support of the proclia- 
mation of a Rhenish republic as high 
treason against the empire and com- 
plaining of Col. Pinot’s threats and 
action at Wiesbaden. The note con- 
cludes: 


French occupation authorities is in 
sharpest contradiction to the armistice 
conditions and represents the grossest 
violation of obligations legally under- 
taken. The German government makes 
the sharpest protest against this be- 
havior.” 

In response to Dr. Dorien’s notifica-

VETERAN BANKER, 
RESIGNS HIS POST 


Quits Presidency of State 
Bank of Chicago to 
Head Board. 


Leroy A. Goddard, who has been 
more than forty years continuously in 
the banking business, resigned yester- 
day as president of the State Bank of 
Chicago and was elected chairman of 
the board. Mr. Goddard’s resignation 
was not unexpected, as he had notified 
the directors at the May meeting that 
he would ask during June to be re- 
lieved from active work. Henry A. 
Haugan, senior vice president and son 
of the late Henry Haugan, the.bank’s 
foynder, was elected president. 
“I thought it was wise,” Mr. God- 
[dard told the directors, “to begin to 
let up somewhat on the strenuoypiife, 
lwhile at the high tide of e cy, 
while still active and capable y- 
ing a few years of life with Mrs. God- 
dard, without waiting until it is too 


late. 
“It is not my intention to quit alto- 
gether, but to continue rather in an 
advisory capacity and also keep ‘ao 
touch with Sther affairs that are worth 
while. I feé] that I am entitled to 
some rest after fifty years of active 
work and will not be content to be 
entirely idle. 
“When I came here in June, 1908, 
the bank’s surplus was $1,000,000 and 
deposits, May 12, 1908, were $17,633,- 
715. Today the surplus (earned) is 
$4,000,000 and the deposits $39,365,411,”

Mr. Goddard was born in Marjon, 
Til., June 22, 1854, and became mayor 
of his home city when 23 years old. He 
is a thirty-third degree Mason. On 
Memorial day a chapel for Rosehill 
cemetery, given by Mr. and Mrs. God- 
dard, was dedicated at Marion in the 
presence of fully 8,000 people. Fifteen 
lodges took part in the parade. 
Mr. Goddard was formerly an official 
of the Fort Dearborn National hank 
of Chicago, going to the State bank in 
1908. The State bank has recently 
acquired the Woman’s temple at Mon- 
roe and La Salle streets, and will 
within a year or two raze that struc- 
ture and erect a great bank building.

Gov. Lowden’'s program of administrative reform, 
working the abolishment of an infinity of boards 
and commissions and what not and the establish- 
ment of a few efficient state departments, leaves & 
few things to be desired. Chief among these is the 
removal of the unwieldy and unbusinesslike state 
board of equalization and the formation of a smail, 
competent state tax commission.

@ tax equalizer from each congressional district 
who could be expected to have intimate knowledge 
of what would constitute justice toward the tax 
payers of his locality was a desirable official in days 
when transportation and communication were lack- 
ing their present state of perfection. 

Illinois has long ceased to be an outlying prov- 
ince when Cairo and Waukegan were as foreign as 
Shanghai and London. The state is a unit of ad- 
ministration. It should perform all its administra- 
tive acts in the simplest and most economical man- 
ner. Twenty-five equalizers at salaries of $1,000 
each are achieving fewer results than a board of 
three capable officials could accomplish, because the 
twenty-five officiate only indifferently as being 
elected officeholdera, while an appointive beard 
would work under executive direction. 

The equalizers declare they shall not be deposed 
because they were elected to their offices. It is 
hardly worth mentioning that as the people gave 
them the offices the people can take them away. 
Otherwise it would be a ruling requiring the people 
to continue under forms that have become obsolete 
and operate to the distinct disadvantage of pro- 


Gov. Lowden should press this legislation, which 
has now passed the senate, with all vigor and thus 
complete the program he announced upon his eleo- 
tion—the elimination of useless and conflicting 
agencies and the organization of simple, modern 
methods.

The greater part of the 
bristles in use come frem Siberia and 
China. Some originate in the stockyards 
of this country. The bristles in trade 
were found to be very dirty and some 
were infected with anthrax. 


Col. Russell investigated the methods — 


of cleaning, sterilizing, and marketing of 
bristles, and he says: “It is certain 
that they do not afford a guarantee of 
safety.” He also investigated the brush 
factories. “It was found that some es- 
tablishments made no pretense| of steril- 
izing hair or bristles, while others con+ 
ducted the process in a very thorough 
manner. Without doubt there are now 
on the market many brushes which are 
potentially dangerous," he says. 


The careful manufacturers should be 
protected against the careless and indif- 
ferent. Surgeon General Blue asks mer- 
chants and purchasers to be on the look- 
out and to refuse all brushes not marked 
with the name and address of the manu- 
facturer. » 

He recommends the following method 
of sterilizing a shaving brush: Soak for 


four hours in a. 10 per*cent solution of 


formalin. The solution should be heated 
to 110 degrees F. and kept at about that 
temperature. The brush should be agi- 
tated occasionally while in the solution.

SERVICE INSIGNIA FOR SAILORS. 
Chicago, June 8.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—There is in vogue in the United 
States army a practice whérein all men 
who have been discharged receive a 
lapel button signifying that they served 
their country, and this practice is car- 
ried through the United States marine 
corps. However, when you step into the 
navy department you find that the only 
provision they have is for regular four 
year men who have been honorably dis- 
charged. A man who has served in the 
reserve forces, upon his dismissal from 
the service, has no outward insignia 
whereby he can be recognized as having 
“ done his bit,” little though it may have 
been, in the war. A reserve man does 
not receive a discharge until ‘his four 
years have expired, except through phys- 
ical disability or some other grounds, 

I have received a discharge from the 
reserve forces, and no doubt others have 
as well, for physical disability not in line 
of duty or through my own misconduct,
